That 
js to say, ifthe president believes we have 
gone too fast in regard to Porto Rico, and 
thinks a good measure of the power of seif- 
government should be taken away from the 
there, how much more ig he likely to 
postpone the time for giving independence to 
the Filipinos, which the Democrats, under 
the lead of Mr. Bryan, have been howling 
for publicly and doubting in private conver- 
gation? 

President Taft, in his first general message 
to congress, has hit out straight from the 
shoulder with just as much vigor as Mr. 
Roosevelt ever displayed under similar cir- 
cumstances. A serious situation has devel- 
oped in Porto Ricomwhich threatens the over- 
throw of the island government as the re- 
guilt of the grafting propensities of the local 

8. 

Not content with reporting the fact to 
congress, Mr. Taft has made the specific rec- 
‘gmmendation that the power of the people 
themselves in the island should be radically 
@minished. He proposes to keep up the 
democracy there, but his suggestions read 
much like that of the gentleman who pro- 
posed to cut off the dog’s tail just behind its 
ears. Members of congress were unprepared 
for such a peppery message and it has opened 
their eyes to what may come in the future if 
the president should take a notion to veto 
the tariff bill. 


Crisis Admitted by All, 
It had been agracd all around that no busi- 


_ Bess should be done at this session except the 


revision of thetariff. President Taft was in 
gomplete harmony with the program, be- 
cause he believed the tariff should be consid- 
ered on its merits and should not be acted 
upon as the result of log rolling to secure the 
passage of other measures of far less impor- 
tance to the general public. 

The situation in Porto Rico has become so 
acute, however, that it has been found neces- 
sary to break in upon this program of mas- 

y. The message found the 
house unprepared. The subject clearly be- 
longed to the committee on insular affairs, 
but ubfortumately no such é¢ommittee has 
been appointed yet. 

When Speaker Cannon undertook to refer 
the message to the committee on ways and 
means, which manifestly has no jurisdiction 
over it, objection was promptly made, and 
the message has been left hanging in the air 
until the next session of the house. In the 
meanwhile the Republican managers have 
begun to beat the bushes to make up a 
quorum. Absentees are being called for so 
that the Republicans may be able to control 
the situation and possibly save the speaker 
from a good deal of embarrassment owing to 
the fact that the insular affairs committee 
has not been appointed and that it is not 
desired that it should be. 


_ Cooper Handicap to Cannon. 

To add to the embarrassment there is to 
be considered the fact that the chairman of 
the house committee on insular affairs in 
the last congress was Representative Henry 
A. Cooper of Racine, Wis. He is a La Fol- 
lette follower, and was one of the most active 
insurgents in the house !n making the fight 
on the present rules and on the speaker him- 
self 


It has been generally understood that Mr. 
Cannon proposed to punish afi of these insur- 
gents by depriving them of the valuable com- 
mittee assignments. In case it becomes nec- 
@fary to appoint a committee on insular af- 
fairs, he will have to show his hand in re- 
gard to Mr. Cooper at the outeet, or else by 
the means of some special rule refer the 
president's message to the ways and means 
committee, which most of the people believe 
to be an unwise departure from custom.

DAILY HEALTH HINT. 


SUMMER RESORT WATER/ 

In all cases where pollution of the supply 
of drinking water is suspected, it should be 
boiled for twenty minutes before using, 
Cool the water so treated by placing ice 
around and not in the vessel containing the 
water. By doing this, possible pollution 
from using impure ice will be avoided. 

Many people do not like the “ fat” 
taste of boiled water. This can be removed 
by a simple process of aeration. Tie sev- 
eral thicknesses of cheesecloth over the jar 
containing the water that has been boiled 
and place in the open air. In a little while 
it will be as sweet and palatable as before 
treatment.

LAYS KIDNAPING 
ON WHITLA’S KIN 


James Boyle Declares Harry 
Forker Planned Abtluction 
of Boy; Father Prom- 
ised Immunity? 


PRISON CLOSES ON PAIR. 


One Child Stealer Given Life, 
Other Twenty-five Years Aft- 
er Day and Night of 

Sensations. 


Pittsburg, Pa.. May 10.—[{Special.]—The 
doors of the Western Penitentiary of Penn- 
sylvania closed tonight upon James Boyle 
and his wife, Helen Boyle, kidnapers of 
“ Willie” Whitla. The man is sentenced to 
life imprisonment and the woman to twenty- 
five years. 

But if there is truth in the statement Issued 
by Boyle after his sentence was imposed the 
case, apparently ended by the conviction of 
the principals, has only just begun. By 
Boyle's accusatione today not only is a mem- 
ber of the Whitla family involved in the kid- 
naping, but J. P. Whitla himeelf is alleged to 
have broken his word to the convicted man 
by prosecuting him. 

Boyle charges that Harry Forker suggested 
the abduction of the boy. Boyle says this 
was because since 1895 Forker had been pay- 
ing him hush money in connection with an 
alleged murder in Youngstown, O., in thet 
year. When $5,000 was demanded at once, 
Forker could not produce it, says Boyle, and 
it was then that the kidnaping scheme was 
broached. 

Harry Forker is about 45 years of age. He 
is a brother of Mrs. William P. Whitla and 
Mrs. Frank Buhl. He is a cousin of D. M. 
Forker, one of the officials of the Republic 
Iron and Steel company of Pittsburg. He 
has had no business connections for the last 
four or five years. 


Says Whitla Pledged Immunity. 

When he met J. P. Whitla in Cleveland in 
regard to the payment of the ransom, Boyle 
says, he told the father of the boy all about 
the case and Forker’s alleged participation in 
it. He adds that Whitle said if he could prove 
the story there would be no prosecution. 
The child stealer declares he did prove 
his case by turning over his evidence—which 
consisted of several letters—to Whitla, and 
that Whitla did not keep his pledge. 

Both Whitla and Forker vigorously deny 
the charge of Boyle, calling it “ absurd ”’ 
and “rot.”” In addition to this, the trial 
judge, the attorneys for the defense, the dis- 
trict attorney, and all his assistants discredit 
the story. 

Dispatches from Sharon say the town was 
astounded at Boyle's statement and the se- 
verity of the sentence the kidnapers. 
The community ‘fs ‘even more éXcited than 
it was on the day of the kidnaping. As 
Sharon was the home of Boyle, he has some 
friends there who give credit to his tale, but 
most everybody else disbelieves it. Janitor 
Sloss of the school from which “ ‘Willie ”’ 
Whitla was taken, insists that Boyle was 
the man who took the boy away in the 
buggy. 

Forker Says “Nothing to It.” 

*“T know absolutely nothing of this case,” 
said Harry Forker tonight in Sharon. ‘‘ There 
is nothing to it. I only know Boyle as I 
know other members of his family, as resi- 
dents of Sharon. I never have had any deal- 
ing with him. I do not know the woman 
said to be his wife. Boyle never showed me 
any letters. Boyle did not see me in Cleve- 
land.”’ 

After Boyle’s statement had become pub- 
lic J. P. Whitla denied that he had seen 
Boyle or talked with him in Cleveland prior 
to his son's return and the arrest of Boyle. 

“The whole statement,’’ Whitla said, ‘is 
a willful and malicious lie.”’ 

“Y don’t believe there is ‘the slightest 
foundation for the Forker s rn” sald Judge 
Williams. “I was sorry to imypose the max- 
imum sentence upon the Boyles, but after 
investigating their records there was no 
other course.” 

‘“ At no time,” said J. M. Lininger, district 
attorney, ‘“‘has our secret or open investi- 
gation indicated that there was a third party, 
and I cannot belleve now there is.” 

“IT have known Harry Forker for a great 
many years,” said H. 8. Miller, chief counsel) 
for the Boyles. ‘‘I am confident there is 
nothing whatever in the story regarding 
him,’”’ 

Climax to Many Sensations. 

Boyle's statement came as a climax to a 
day and night of startling features in the 
notorious case. Among them was the at- 
tempt of Mrs. Boyle to kill herself by mor- 
phine, the finding of a razor in Boyle's cell, 
indicating that the threat of double suicide 
was not mere idle talk, the heavy sentence 
pronounced upon the man and woman, and 
the utter collapse of both after its imposition. 

Boyle told his story in the form of an in- 
terview to be used under his name, and styles 
it ‘the complete history of the Whitla kid- 
naping case, the origin of same, and what 
jed up to it.’’ 

The kidnaper turns back the pages of his- 
tory fourteen years when in Youngstown, 
O., one morning, early, Dan Reeble Jr. was 
found dead on a sidewalk. Boyle declares 
that he found Harry Forker standing over 
the body: holding a package of letters gath- 
ered from the ground near Reeble’s body. He 
says that Forker in his haste to quit the scene 
left four letters, which he (Boyle) and Dan 
Shay, a saloonkeeper, now dead, picked up 
and read. The letters were written by wom- 
en, two from New York state and the others 
from Cleveland, O. 

Tells of Alleged Hush Money. 

Later, says Boyle, a meeting took place 
between him and Forker, and the latter of- 
fered a sum of money for the letters. He did 
not offer enough, Boyle declares, and says 
he kept the missives. From then on until 
March, 1908, at different times, the kidnaper 
continues, Forker paid him money in vari- 
ous amounts to keep silent regarding the 
letters and the alleged presence of Forker 
near Reeble’s body. 

About six months ago. according to Boyle, 
Forker, on being asked to give up $5,000 at 
once, pleaded for a short delay, and sub- 
sequently, on Boyle's writing him a letter 
under the assumed name of J. J. Bailey from 
Cleveland, sent back a note, unsigned, sug-

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JORDAN WATER WETS GUTTER 


Fluid from Famous River a Drug 
on New York Market. 


COMPANY IS NOW BUSTED. 


Picturesque Project of Col. Nadaud of 
cw © Kentucky Is Reealied, 


New York, May 10.—[{ Special. }—Three thou- 
sand gallons of water from the River Jordan 
was emptied today into the gutter along 
North Moore street out of ten enormous casks 
covered with Turkish seals, while a crowd of 
emall boys watched it flow in aturbid stream 
into the Greenwich street sewer. Nobody 
seemed to hanker much for the water, which 
looked @ little muddy and hada slight odor. 

There were no ceremonies while part of the 
sacred river was flowing through the gutter 
down into the sewer, but later in the day Col. 
CHf Neadaud of Kentucky, sir, dropped 
into the Mayo & Campbell warehouse at 387 
Greenwich street and asked when the rest of 
that Jordan water would be thrown out. 

William H. Taylor, secretary of the com- 
pany, said he didn’t know, but that the forty- 
six casks that were left were taking up a lot 
of room and that they’d have to be getting 
them out every day or two until it was all 
gone, And as for those bottles made in the 
shape of a cross that the colonel had had 
manufactured to be emptied into the bap- 
tismal fonts of this country and Europe, he 
really didn’t know what in thunder to do with 
them, and they were taking a lot of room, too. 


No Demand for Cross Shaped Bottles. 

‘You see,” said Mr. Tayior to the colonel, 
gently, “ nobody wants ‘em for whisky or 
even for vinegar. In fact, nobody wants a 
bottle shaped like a cross for anything, and 
there's 40,000 of ragl to get rid of.”’ 

“'Then chuck ’em,” said the colonel, as he 
Mt a cigaret and looked at one cross shaped 
bottle that stood in Taylor's office filled with 
a pint of water that he had spent three years 
in getting from the Jordan to thesea. The 
colonel haé tried his best to sell the water 
after getting it here, but it wasnouse. He 
simply could not devise a scheme whereby 
he could be tipped off when and where babies 
were expected so he could get around with an 
offer of Jordan water for their baptism. The 
colonel, you see, didn’t think of this when he 
made three trips to Palestine after the water, 
and nobody else did, for that matter. 

“Bell it, sir?’ said the colonel. “ Why, 
we ought to have sold Jordan dry, but how 
are you going to tell where babies are being 
porn? Why, the board of health wouldn't 
even let us copy the birth certificates, and 
how else are you going to do it?’ 


Colonel Is Indifferent Now. 

There are forty-six casks, each containing 
800 gallons, still down in the cellar of the 
warehouse, besides the boxes of bottles, but 
the colonel doesn't care to go down and look at 
them. He said he thought he'd be going back 
to Kentucky and that the warehouse people 
could Go what they like with the water. The 
casks, he remarked, had been made beside 
the Jordan with wood from Asia Minor and 
hoops from Turkey. They also cost the 
colonel a good deal. The warehbousemen said 
they hed tried to sell them to wine merchants, 
but they would not have them because they 
smelled bad after the water had run out. 

The International River Jordan company 
(which was the colonel, largely) is busted, 
so the colonel admitted. That was one rea- 
son why the water was thrown out. The 
company was formed in 1905 by the colonel, 
who then was on Gov. Beckham's staff, to 
import the water and eeli it for baptisms. 

The colonel, who doesn’t look more than 
85 and once ran for congress in Kentucky, 
had reached the Jordan in the course of many 
wanderings and there conceived the scheme 
to cask the sacred stream and bottle it here. 


barrel down to the Jordan and fill it, as the 
colonel admitted today, but it wasn’t a bit 
easy to send barrels of it away without first 
getting the consent of the recently deposed 
Abdul Hamid and likewise proper proofs for 
selling purposes that you had really gone to 
the Jordan and not to the kitchen tap. 

But the colonel wasn't daunted. He got let- 
ters from Secretary Root and others here and 
went to Constantinople. Even Ambasasdor 
Leishman thought it a great scheme and 
secured an audience for the colonel with the 
minister of the interior at the sublime porte. 
The sublime porte gave him a letter to the 
governor of Jerusalem. Then from one offi- 
cial to an “Wert “tiie colds until he 
reached the with a caravan, only to 
find he couldn't Duy any casks there nor any 
wagons suitable to take the water over the 
mountains of Judea to Jerusalem. 


Colonel Insisted on Real Thing. 

Undoubtedly the inhabitants of Jericho still 
remember the colonel.- Attired in his uni- 
form as a Kentucky(colonel, he had his pic- 
ture taken filling casks at every, stage of the 
journey to show the people that were going 
to buy the water for their babies it was the 
real thing. As fast as the water was taken 
out of the Jordan it was boiled in big cal- 
drons, the casks were cleansed with a disin- 
fectant, and then the boiled water poyred into 
them in the presence of a great crowd, in the 
middle of which stood the colonel in his uni- 
form, while above him waved the Turkish 
and American flags. 

Bach of the fifty-six casks was solemnly 
sealed then by the head of the monastery of 
st. John, near the Jordan, the American con- 
sul and Ali Risa, the Turkish governor of 
Jericho. 

To transport the enormous casks over the 
mountains to Jerusalem special wagons had 
to be made. In all the caravan comprised 
nineteen horses, six wagons, and seven men. 

Wherever the casks had to be transshipped 
the colonel was careful to get a certificate 
from the man who did the work. From Jeru- 
salem the casks were taken to Jaffa and 
thence out in small boats to a steamer, while 
the colonel took more pictures of the crowds 
and himself as they watched this disem- 
barkation. Finally, on Christmas eve, in 
1906, the casks reached New York to be taken 
to the warehouse, whence the water flowed 
during the day. 


EXPLOSION OF SEWER GAS 
BREAKS WINDOWS IN STORE. 


Pedestrians Narrowly Escape Injury 
from Glass Crashed by Manhole Cover 
Blown High Into Air. 


Excitement was created late yesterday 
afternoon by an explosion of sewer gas in a 
sewer in Congress street, near Franklin 
street. Two manhole covers were biown 
to pieces and parts crashed through windows 
of the Rosenwald & Weill clothing store, en- 
dangering the lives of many employés. The 
blast was heard for several blocks and at 
first was believed to be a boiler explosion. 

Wholesale clothing firms occupying build- 
ings on the corner where the explosion oc- 
curred are A. Kuppenheimer & Co., Kohn 
Bros., and Rosenweld & Weil. Many. win- 
dows were broken and pedestrians narrowly 
escaped injury by falling pieces of glass. 

Smoke poured from the sewer and per- 
sons believing a fire was burning in the 
place sent in an alarm of fire. Manhole 
covers were taken off to allow the electric 
current wires which had been heated to a red 


glow to cool.

LITTLE GIRL KILLED BY CAR 


Child of 7 Is Ground to Death 
Under Trucks in Clark Street. 


YOUNG WOMAN BADLY HURT. 


Boy’s Legs Are Cut Off on the Tracks 
in California Avente. | 


Michael M. Ward was overcome with grief 
last night when he identified the mangled 
body of his 7 year old daughter, Gertrude, 
in Bentley's undertaking room at 2563 Evan- 
ston avenue. 

The Nttle girl wag run over and killed by a 
Clark street car a few hours before as she 
wes crossing the tracks at Granville avenue, 
on the way from school to her home at 2823 
Ridge avenue. 

The child's identity was discovered through 
a clew furnished by a small boy, who said 
she was Gertrude Ward, and told where she 
had lived. A policeman was sent to the ad- 
dress, and the father accompanied him to 
the undertaking rooms. Martin Johnson and 
John Green, the motorman and conductor of 
the car, were arrested by the Summerdale 
police, but later were released on bonds of 
$10,000 each, furnished by the Chicago Rall- 
ways company. 

Witnesses said the child ran from behind 
a south bound car directly in front of the 
north bound car, which knocked her down 
and passed over her. Although the car did 
not proceed more than fifteen feet after strik- 
ing the girl, she was crushed between the 
fender and the pavement, and was dead when 
extricated from beneath the rear truck.

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CHIPERFIELD SEES “INSULT” 
IN LETTER FROM BALLINGER. 
Representative Thinks Secretary Gave 


State Slur in Asking That Lake 
Land Maps Be Paid For.

Springfield, Ill... May 10.—[Special. |—Sec- 
retary R. A. Ballinger of the department of 
the interior is “in bad” with the I)linois 
legislature, or such portion of it as attended 
the evening session of the house of repre- 
sentatives tonight, and is especially ‘in 
bad "* with Representative B. M. Chiperfield. 

Mr. Chiperfield. knowing that he is to be 
chairman of the legislative commission for 
the investigation of ** lake lands,”’ requested 
Secretary of State James A. Rose to write 
the department of the interior, the war 
department. and’ the attorney genera! for 
copies of plats. maps, and documents on file 
in the offices of the gepartments. 

Mr. Ballinger replied, evidently for the 
three departments, and/lhis answer was such 
as to lead Mr. Chiperfield into a speech to 
the house. Mr. Chiperfield publicly an- 
nounced his opinion that Mr. Ballinger'’s 
letter was insulting. Privately he explained 
that what got his goat was the delicate sug- 
gestion in the secretary's letter that Illinois 
could have what it wanted if it put up cash 
in advance for It. 

The offending letter, which Mr. Ballinger 
carelessly addressed to the Hon. ‘‘ Thomas ”’ 
A. Rose, in part. follows: 

**Sir: I am in receipt of your letter of 
April 28, 1909, inclosing certified copy of 
house joint resolution No. 21 of the Forty- 
sixth general assembly of the state of. Illinois, 
filed April 27, 1909, requesting the secretary 
of war, the secretary of -the interior, ana 
the attorney general of the United States to 
furnish to the lake front investigating com- 
mittee, whose appointment has been author- 
. ized by the general assembly of Illinois, such 
records, documents, plats, evidence, etc., as 
may be on file in the departments named, for 
the use of such investigating committee in 
ascertaining the rights of the people of IIli- 
nois to submerged lands along the shore of 
Lake Michigan and ,other navigable lakes, 
rivers, and streams in the state. 

The original documents which may be on 
file in this department, relative to cases in- 
volving any of the lands in question, are a 
part of the permanent records of this depart- 
ment and cannot be removed therefrom ex- 
cept in response to a valid legal process from 
a court of competent jurisdiction. 

‘The certified copies of such records can 
be furnished only under the provisions of 
section 46, revised statutes, at the price 
fixed therein. The resolution covers such a 
wide field that the preparation of such cop- 
ies would be a tedious and expensive matter.”’

Finds Charter Bills Give 
Control of Harbor. 


FEDERAL AID REQUIRED. 


Committee Presents Its Report 
on Improvement of Rivers 
and Water Front. 


With the passage of new chartef bills one, 
two, and threé, and a few additional grants 
by the state and federal governments, there 
will be no ohstacie in the Way of carrying out 
the recommendations of the harbors commis- 
sion and the blishment of piers for rec- 
reation and rag in Lake Michigan and 
Lake Calumet, according to the opinion of 
Assistant Carporation Counsel Cassels, con- 
tained in the.report of the committee on 
harbors, wharves, and bridges, which was 
presented to the city counc!! last night. 

The new legisiation necessary, according to 
the report, is summarized as follows: 

‘“‘A grant of fee or license to occupy the 
submerged lands of Lake Michigan, Lake 
Calumet, and other navigable lakes within 
the city. 

‘‘ A grant of power to construct and operate 
in connection with docks, etc., public ware- 
houses, elevators, vaults, and.all necessary 
and proper terminal facilities. 


Plenary Powers Necessary. 

“<A grant of plenary power to defend, reg- 
ulate, control, maintain, and improve har- 
bors and tributary navigable streams and 
canals 

“ Grant of more comprehensive power to 
exercise the right of eminent domain. 

“A grant of the rights of the state and 
United States in that part of the Illinois 
and Michigan cana! located within the city 
for railway terminal purposes.” | : 

Mr. Cassels said most of the proposed 
grants were provided fur In charter bill No. 3, 
and that others could be included in the 
minor amendments, with the exception of 
the grant of the Illinois and Michigan cana! 
rights, which also would require federal! 
legislation. He said the city had the right 
to build docks, operate them, regulate the 
rates for public wharfs, widen and improve 
the river, and build canals, but that these 
rights were insufficient. 


McInerney Stirs Coughlin. 

There was a tilt between Ald. McInerney 
and Caqughiin over the question of investi- 
gating the noises made by the Unton loop. 
Ald. McInerney introduced an order requir- 
ing Traction Expert Hereley to investigate 
and report whether there was a way to over- 
come the nolse.

Asks Park Water Laws. 

Because Commissioner of Public Works 
Hanberg had an opinion from the corpora- 
tian counsel to the effect t the city should 
pass additional ordinances before it could 
compel the parks to pay for water, he asked 
the council to make the necessary laws. 

Eight months ago the city ordered the com- 
missioner to cease supplying the parks with 
water on May 1 unless they paid forit. The 
parks have made no effort to comply with 
this order, asserting prior ordinances gave 
them free water and could not be repealed 
because they were in the nature of a con- 
tract. 

Ald. McInerney protested against further 
delay in carrying out the order of the coun- 
cil, asserting that the south park alone is 
using $140,000 worth. of water a year, which 
it obtains free, while the people in Hyde 
Park and other southern wards are unable to 
obtain water above the first floor in the hot 
summer months, although required to pay the 
regular water rates. The matter was referred 
to the committee on water.

ASK OPEN RIVER IN EVENING 


Counei]l Committee Orders Public Hear- 
ing Next Monday. 


Representatives. of the Chicago marine in- 
terests displayed a magnanimous spirit on 
the subject of bridge hours yesterday when 
they appeared before the city counell com- 
mittee on harbors, wharves, and bridges to 
ask that an experiment in line with the har- 
bor commission's recommendations be put in 
operation this summer. 

W. K. Greenebaum, general manager of the 
Indiana Transportation company, said the 
marine men only asked that the bridges 
from Rush to Clark streets inclusive be kept 
subject to opening at any time between the 
hours of 5 and 7 p. m. from June 15 to Sept. 15 
of this year as a test. 

8. B. Cochrane. withdrew his contention 
that the Wells street bridge be included in 
the list of those to be kept openable all the 
time in favor of his fellow shipowners, whose 
boats dock closer to the nmroyth of the river. 

Maj. Thomas H. Rees said it would be In- 
advisable for the city to crowd the marine in- 
terests too much, because the marine men 
might be driven to ask help of the federal 
government, which perhaps would give them 
many more privileges than the city. 

The committee set next Monday for a pub- 
lic hearing. 


Saving to Be $2,000 a Ward.

He told me that when I received the money 
to immediately surrender these Youngstown 
letters, and on April 23 to return helf of the 
money to him, Mr. Forker, and he would turn 
over the same to the party who took Willie 
Whitla to Warren. 


Calls Self and Wife “Dupes.”

POLICE T0 GUARD FUNERALS 


Trouble Feared When Nonunion 
Men Drive Hearses Today. 


SHIPPY GIVES OUT ORDERS. 
Wives and Daughters Volunteer to 
Assist Undertakers. 


Chief Shippy has notified all the police to 
be in readiness for trouble in the cab and 
carriage drivers’ strike today, when the Liv- 
erymen’s and Undertakers’ associations will 
put hundreds of nonunion men to work. 

The police fear a repetition of the rioting 
which took place ip a strike several years 
ago, when hearses and carriages were de- 
molished on the way to the cemeteries. Or- 


ders have’ been sent to captains of stations 


that plains clothes men are to be assigned to 
all undertakers who request them. Any strike 
picket approaching a funeral will be placed 
under arrest. 

“We are going to fight them toa finish,”’ 
said President Sloan of the employers. ‘‘ They 
are making unfair demands and we will not 
stand for impositions.’’ 

At a meeting of the executive board of the 
Undertakers’ association in the afternoon it 
was decided to send a.letter to every under- 
taker in the city announcing that the asso- 
clation would furnish drivers to every em- 
ployer who wantedthem. Funerals and other 
livery Dusinese, it was sald, would be carried 
on as usual. 


Women Offer to Drive. 

Many of the wives and daughters of the 
undertakers and liverymen declared they 
would drive carriages and cabs themselves 
if necessary. Miss Josephine Lane, daughter 
of William H. Lane, 6707 Perry avenue, went 
to her father’s place of business on Sixty- 
third street and volunteered to drive a hearse 
if no other drivers could be obtained. 

‘“T can drive as well as any man father 
ever had,” she said. ‘* This strike isa shame 
and is putting a hardship on poor, innocent 
people.” 

While a majority of the strikers are stand- 
ing ‘“‘ pat,’’ a number of them went back to 
their old positions during the day. One livery- 
man said he had fifteen union drivers at 
work. 

Business Agent W. J. Gibbons, on the other 
hand. declared twelve employing firms tele- 
phoned him during the day that they would 
sign the agreement if the strike was settled 
immediately. | 

‘‘The claims of the liverymen and under- 
takers are without any basis of fact,’’ he said. 
“We have them absolutely tied up and their 
business will be ruined if they do not accept 
our terms within a few days. 


Union Trying. to Keep Peace. 

“There has been no element of disorder in 
our ranks and we are doing everything pos- 
sible to carry on a peaceful strike. There will 
be no need of the police as far as we are con- 
cerned. 

‘““T am telling the men at every opportunity 
to keep away from the saloons. That is our 
only danger. If some of the men get drunk 
there is no telling what will happen.”’ 

Two union drivers who walkéd out with 
the strikers went into a saloon on the south 
side in the afternoon and, after having sev- 
eral drinks, started a fight with a man who 
they thought was 4 nonunion driver. The 
police appeared in time to arrest both men. 
They were locked up at the Hyde Park sta- 
tion on the charge of being drunk and dis- 


orderly. 
Business Agents Accused. 

The undertakers assert business agents 
permit men to work for certain firms, even 
though the agreement has not been signed. 
In South Chicago, it is said, the largest livery 
and undertaking firm is employing union 
ae It any of the firms have signed up the 
agreement with the union,” said President 
Sloan, ‘‘ the matter will be taken up with 
the association and drastic action taken 
against them. We do not want any traitors 
in our ranks. We are out to put an end to 
this strike business and we mean to do it. 

“Our association is not against the men 
themselves. I believe firmly that if the 
proposition were put to a referendum vote 
all the strikers would return to work tomor. 
row. The majority of them don’t want to 
strike. They feel they are getting cient 
wages and they want to keep’ their jobs. 

It was said thirty-six funerals were held

“COPS” PLAN A DAILY PAPER 


jill Be Devoted to Interests of 
the United Police. 


FOUR THOUSAND REPORTERS 


Meeting Scheduled for Tonight to Dis- 
cuss Proposed Publication. 


“Evening paper! Chicago Star!” 

That is the newsboys’ cry that soon will be 
heard on the streets if plans which are to 
be formulated tonight do not miscarry. 

The new ‘paper is to be edited and pub- 
lished under the auspices of the Chicago 
police department. It will be devoted to the 
interests of policemen and the employés of 
other branches of the city government, 

Members of the fire department will be in- 
vited to a meeting which is to be held this 
evening at the Hotel Grace to discuss the 
project. Several high officials of the police 
department will be present, and it is expect- 
ed that no obstacle will block the way of 
the new publication’s early appearance. 


To Be Organ of Association. 

Primarily the object of the Chicago Star 
will be to advance the welfare of the United 
Police of Chicago, an association of mem- 
bers of the department. The membership 
is about 4,000—nearly the total roster of the 
force. Sergeant Frank Daly, who is detailed 
at the office of Chief Shippy, is president of 
the society. It is an entirely separate organ- 
ization from the Policemen’s Benevolent as- 
sociation. 

Members of the department who belong to 
the United Police association are aided when 
in trouble before the civil service trial board, 
attorneys being hired by the year for that 
purpose. 

“There has been a long felt want for a 
policeman’s paper in Chicago,”’ said one of 
the promoters, “‘ and it is about to be filled. 
The daily press is often prone to taking a 
knock at the copper whether he deserves it 
or not. Policemen are not perfect, no more 
than are preachers or anybody else. But as 
a body of men I think the Chicago police force 
will stack up pretty well with any other like 


body. 
Thinks Errors Magnified. 

“ The trouble with the daily press has been 
to magnify the errors of policemen and 
diminish our good acts. It has been the policy 
of the big papers to take a wallop at Casey 
just because he’s a copper and can't holler. 

“Tam not trying to condone the brutal! acts 
of some policemen, but why should the en- 
tire department be made to suffer when only 
one has committed a wrong? 

“ We need a policemen’s paper in Chicago 
as a matter of self-protection. Our plansare 
to print a weekly first and as the business 
grows to make it a daily. We will engage 
first class talent to edit the publication, which 
at the beginning will be eight pages. In the 
department we have several men of ability 
who from time to time will send in communi- 
cations on matters pertaining to polige busi-

Accuses Pastor, Whose Friend

MOYER OUT ON $3,500 BAIL. 


Woman’s Husband, M. M. Lane and M. 
L. Campbell Sign Bond. 


Mrs. Mary A. Lavender brought suit in the 
Circult court yeaterday for $50,000 dam- 
ages against the Rev. Edward B. Crawford 
for alleged slander, and M. M. Lane, one of 
the Rev. Mr. Crawford's warmest support- 
ers, joined with Mr. Lavender in signing the 
bail bond of $3,600 for Charles H, Moyer, 
“local preacher’’ of the Woodlawn Park 
Methodist Episcopal church, who is under 
arrest charged with embezzling $1,700 from 
his émployers. , 

This combination has completely puzzled 
the thousands of Methodists in the south- 
eastern part of the city. Mrs. Lavender has 
been at odds with the Rev. Mr. Crawford 
since the minister charged that she had 
made a confession to him which resulted in 
the resignation of the Rev. John Leek from 
the Western Avenue Methodist Episcopal 
church, Two indecisive church trials fol- 
lowed, during which M. M. Lane appeared 
as the Rev. Mr. Crawford's friend. 


Moyer Released on Bond, 


Charlies H. Moyer appeared during the 
trials as the friend of Mrs. Lavender, He 
was arrested Saturday on a charge of em- 
bezzling $1,700 from the Clarkson Glue 
company and was released last night on a 
bond signed by John A. Lavender, M. M. 
Lane, and Martin L. Campbell. 

**Mr. Campbell, who is a member of the 
official board of the Woodlawn Park church, 
and myself are both close friends of the Rev. 
Mr. Crawford, and'‘our joining with Mr. Lay- 
ender in the bail bond does not change our 
attitude toward Mrs. Lavender's case," said 
Mr. Lane. 

The bill of particulars in Mrs. Lavender’s 
suit for slander will be filed by her attorney, 
Seth F. Crews, next week. It will state that 
the Rev. Mr. Crawford gave publicity to a 
false confession said to have been made by 
Mrs. Lavender and that he has continued to 
slander her since the church trials by means 
of circulars, letters, and talks. 


Warning for Church Members, 

“The Rev. Mr. Crawford has Interested 
wealthy men and women in his cause and 
they have been telling stories about Mrs. 
Lavender,’ said Mr. Crews. ‘She hereby 
serves notice that unless these people stop 
talking about her she will sue them for 
damages. The suit against the Rev. Mr. 
Crawford is designed to bring out the facts 
regarding her supposed confession.” 

Neighbors of the Moyers, who live at 6324 
Monroe avenue, showed great sympathy for 
the wife and family. They held a meeting 
and arranged that this month’s rent of the 
Moyer flat should be paid. 

Mrs. Moyer arranged to rent two rooms. 
Her daughter, Marian, hasreturned from col- 
lege and announced her determination to go 
to work, although her brother, Burton, said 
he could support the family and that she 
should finish her education.

ORDERS BEACH HOTEL SOLD 


Judge Ball Gives Company Three 
Days to Cancel Bonds. 


INTEREST LONG OVERDUE. 


Former Receiver and Reorganization 
Committee Complain. 


Unless the Chicago Beach Hotel company 
pays $420,000 to its bondholders in three days 
its property will be sold by direction of 
Judge Ball, who announced this decision in 
the Superior court yesterday in accordance 
with the findings of George T. Kelly, master 
in chancery. 

This action was taken on complaint of the 
Equitable Trust company and Edwin A. Pot- 
ter, James H. Gormiey, and John C. Hately. 

The Northern Trust company originally 
was appointed trustee to guarantee $250,000 
bonds issued by the hotel eompany, which 
was organized in 1893 and which has a lease 
until 1982 on property at Fifty-first street 
abutting on Lake Michigan. The Equitable 
Trust company was appointed receiver on 
Aug. 11, 1898. 

Original Bonds Held Over. 

A reorganization committee agreed to issue 
$400,000 bonds to retire the original issue of 
$250,000 and to give bonds to protect the cred- 
itors. About $376,000 of these bonds were 
issued and only $216,000 of the original bonds 
deposited. By an agreement these §216,000 
bonds were never cancelled because the bal- 
ance never were deposited. 

The receiver was discharged and the com- 
pany again became involved on its refusal to 
pay ground rent, taxes, and insurance 
amounting to $30,886.12. 

Committee Awarded $55,173. 

Potter, Gormley, and Hately were appoint- 
ed a second reorganisation committee on 
Dec. 13, 18056, and they advanced money to 
pay the rent, taxes, and insurance. The de- 
cree holds that they are entitled to $56,173.13. 
including interest and the amount advanced. 

Since then, it is set up in the decree, the 
hotel company has defaulted in payments 
of interest. 

The Northern Trust company is held to be 
entitled to $500 for its services and $500 for 
solicitor’s fees. 

Dr. John Flood, a physician, with offices 
at 109 Randolph street, filed a voluntary peti- 
tion in bankruptcy in the United States Dis- 
trict court, scheduling $29,672 liabilities and 
$15,606 assets.

New Guinea a Dangerous Place for 
Strangers, Says Explorer Visit- 
ing Chicago. 


Herman Voogdt, explorer and trader 
among the South Pacific islands. is a guest 
of Prof. George A. Dorsey, curator of the 
Field museum, It was Capt. Voogdt who, In 
company with Prof. Dorsey, lead the explor- 
ing expedition to the headwaters of the 
Kaiserin-Augusta river in New Guinea. 

Capt. Voogdt gave an interesting account 
of the part of New Guinea into which Prof. 
A. B. Lewis, assistant curator of the Field 
museum, is shortly to lead an expedition. 

‘* New Guinea is a dangerous place for a 
stranger to be in," said Capt. Voogdt. ‘The 
people are fierce fighters and are head hunt- 
ers. Some of the adjacent islands have never 
been explored. The island of Admiralty is 
one on which white men do not dare to land. 
The islands are all rich and their trade is of 


great value.” 


STRANGER FOUND DEAD IN BED. 


Bullet Wound in Right Temple, Revol- 
ver in Hand, and Only 21 Cents 
in Pockets.

600 NEVER DELIVERED. 


Court Relieves William Morris 
from Answering Inquiry as to 
Trade with Speculators. 


Whether William Morris, theatrical pro- 
moter, whose business is incorporated under 
his own name, owes Herman Oppenheimer, 
ticket broker In the lobbies of sundry down- 
town hotels, $1,200 for tickets paid for and 
not delivered is a question that a jury in 
Municipal Judge Walker's court yesterday 
undertook to decide. Incidentally, the public 
is interested in the promised revelations of 
the relations that are said to exist, under the 
rose of course, between theatrical manage- 
ments and the manipulators of tickets, two 
classes that are popularly supposed to be ina 
state of incessant warfare. 

Oppenheimer wag represented by Attorney 
Elmer Schiesinger, who, in his opening state- 
ment to the jury, frankly admitted the busi- 
ness of his client to be that of surcharging 
the price of amusement tickets, the custom- 
ary surcharge being 50 cents on each ticket, 
and that he conducted his operations princi- 
pally im the lobbies of hotels for ** the accom- 
modation of the guests.” 


Lauder Seats Basis of Suit. 


** Last November,” he continued. “ prior 
to the coming here of Harry Lauder, the 
Scotch comedian, Arthur Fabish, represent- 
ing Morris, called upon Oppenheimer and 
sold him 600 tickets. The price of the tick- 
ets was $2 each. A check for $500 was given 
Fabish as security. The full amount of 
the purchase price of the first 600 was paid 
upon delivery and another 600 for the second 
engagement were bargained for. Twelve 
hundred dollars was paid for the second lot, 
but the tickets were not delivered Hence 
this suit.” 

The answer to these contentions is that 
Fabish did not represent Morris in this in- 
stance and that the latter is not, therefore, 
obligated by anything that Fabish may have 


done. 
Ticket Broker’s Story. 

The matter has in part been heard before 
a referee, and the repiies then made by Op- 
penheimer are mad part of the sult. His 
account of his dealings with Fabish follows: 

“At our first conversation Fabish said 
Morris wanted me to pay 50 cents a seat 
on each seat sold by me, to be paid at the 
end of the engagement. I said I could not 
afford to pay that price, but would pay 25 
cents more on the regular price on all tickets 
sold at the end of the engagement. We 
finally settled on the last price. bish also 
stated that I should be sure not"to let the 
public know that I was dealing directly 
with Morris.” 

Morris was the only witness called. He was 
cross questioned by Oppenheimer’s attorney, 
but the court sustained objections to many 
of the most interesting inquiries put to the 
manager. Thus he was asked: 

“Does William Morris, incorporated, sell 
any tickets to ticket brokers in Chicago, or 
aid it in January,~-1900?" 

“I object to that question,” said Attorney 
Badwin Hedrick, representing the defendant, 
and the court sustained him. 


ROBS TO SAVE WIFE AND BABY 
FROM EVICTION AND HUNGER. 


Former Prizefight Manager Confesses 
. He Took $1,500 Jewelry from Boston 
Flat and Fled Here. 


Frank C. Dalrymple robbed a flat on Wash- 
ington street, Boston, three weeks ago of 
jewelry valued at $1,500 to save his wife and 
9 months old baby from eviction and starva- 
tion. He was arrested here last night while 
claiming a decoy package sent to him through 
an express company by the Boston police. 

According to thestory he told in the Central 
police station, Dalrymple was walking the 
streets with hie wife and child after being 
warned by hie tandlady that he must pay 
the rent before night. He saw a4 costly auto- 
mobile leave an apartment, took his wife 
and child back to their room, returned and 
committed his first burglary.

Mrs. Dalrymple and her baby were taken 
to the Harrison street annex to await word 
from the Boston police. 

Dalrymple, who is 23 years old, formerly 
was a prize fight manager. He declares a 
pugilist took his last funde and disappeared 
and that he has been unable to get work.

The' independent companies already have 


tee been driven out of business or have heavily 


suffered ‘through the policy of the roads in 
refusing to provide them with cars and track 
* connections, and, when forced to do so, sub- 
jecting them to onerous burdens. Other meth- 
6ds were pursued to discourage mine develop- 
ment. Reports upon the fields in Iilinois and 
éisewhere will be made by the commission. 
The information already gathered shows that 
precisely the same conditions exist in those 
districts as in Pennsylvania, which was cov- 
ered in a report submitted to congress two 
years ago, and West Virginia and Ohio. 


Legislation That Is Asked. 

‘The commission feels the evils brought to 
Nght call for prompt correction. It will seek 
legislation: 

Requiring every common carrier engaged in 
the interstate transportation of coal to make 
public the system of car distribution. 

Requiring, where the capacity of the mines 
is the basis for the distribution of equip- 


 gpines. 
Prohibiting the use of “‘ individual ” or “ pri- 
vate cars ’’ in the handling of the coal traffic. 


The commission also would like to have the 
railroads forbidden, after a reasonable time, 
to own or have any interest, directly or in- 
directly, in any operated coal properties and 
to extend this prohibition to the officers or 
employés of the roads, This was the original 
purpose of the men agitating for the “ com- 
modities clause’ in the Hepburn interstate 
commerce act. , 

The question is of serious interest to the 
public by reason of the fact that not only is it 
desirable to terminate the monopolization of 
the coal of the country by the railroads and 
the driving out of business of the independent 
companies which now are engaged in the min- 
ing and marketing of fuel, but because the 
situation directly affects the price paid by. 
the consumers and the wages received by 
labor. 


President Watches Case Closely. 

These ramifications are thoroughly under- 
stood by the president. He read with the 
greatest care the decision of the United 

"States Supreme court with reference to the 
extent to which the “ commodities clause” 
~“gpplifed to the ownership by carriers of coal 
and ofl properties and he was highly gratified 
by the declaration contained in the decision 
that congress had the constitutional power 
to deal with the subject. 
‘He has talked the matter over with the 
members of his cabinet and has told them.he 
feels there should be additional legigiation 
which will round out the law. He believes 
the railroads should charge the same rate 
upon the shipments of an independent com- 
pany as upon those which it controls and he 
wants, as does the commission, the law ex- 
tended so as to insure the same treatment 
for all operators.

MATTER FOR THE DIRECTORS 


Objects, However, to One Paragraph in 
Proposed Form of Policy. 


Washington, D. C.., May 10.—*" It isa matter 
for the discretion of the directors and offi- 
cers of a national bank to determine whether 
they will enter into a contract with an in- 
surance company guaranteeing the bank's 
solvency,’’ says Attorney General Wicker- 
sham in an opinion forwarded today to Sec- 
retary of the Treasury MacVeagh. 

This discretion, says the attorney general, 
is “‘to be exercised in view of the solvency 
and general financial conditions of the com- 
pany making the insurance and the reason- 
ableness of the rate of premium.” Mr. Wick- 
ersham says that after the form of the policy 
is modified to conform to the suggestion he 
makes, in his opinion he sees no legal rea- 
son why a bank may not enter into such 
contract. - 

The attorney general's opinion is in reply 
to a recent ‘Jetter of the controller of the 
currency asking as to the power of a national 
bank to enter into a contract of this kind 
and transmitting to the attorney general a 
form of policy which is proposed to be issued 
by an insurance company. 


Observes Peculiar Form of Policy. 

* As a general principle,”’ the attorney gen- 
eral says, ‘‘I have no doubt that it is en- 
tirely within the powers of a national bank 
to contract for the insurance of its assets 
against loss.’’ 

But Mr. Wickersham observes that the 
form of the proposed policy submitted by the 
controller is peculiar and the contract there- 
under is, in effect, an agreement to pay to 
the Bank any deficiency in its assets upon 
ultimate realization necessary to enable it 
to pay all of its liabilities of every kind. 

“One paragraph seems to the attorney 
general to be objectionable as committing the 
bank to a profit sharing feature, which might 
be contended to entail a corresponding liabil- 
ity for losees. 

Mr. Wickersham advises that this para- 
graph be eliminated from the policy. The 
attorfiey general also says he questions the 
legality of another provision in the policy 
which subjects the bank to a periodical ex- 
amination by the examiners of the insurance 
company without notice and at such times 
as the company may elect, one of such ex- 
aminations to be within each period of six 
months covered by the policy and all renew- 
als thereof. 


Comments on Examination Rule. 

The attorney general quotes section 5241 of 
the revised statutes, which, he says, while 
not prohibiting the bank from permitting an 
examination of its books. does operate to 
prohibit the bank from obHgating itself to 
permit such examinations. If the covenant 
to insure can be considered as In any respect 
dependent upon this agreement to permit ex- 
aminations it might be vitiated by the unlaw- 
ful provisjon. 

He ad s that the clause be reframed so 
as to make it clear that the agreement to 
insure is not dependent on the failure to 
permit the examination, although it might 
be stipulated that in case at any time the 
examiner of the company should not be al- 
lowed access to the books of the bank for 
making an examination the company should 
have the option, upon reasonabie notice, to 
terminate the contract. 


PRESIDENT TAFT INDORSES 
IDEA OF CIVIC PLAYGROUNDS. 


In Letter to Third Annual Congress of 
Association in Session at Pittsburg 
Tells Obligations of Municipalities. 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 10.—The third annual 
congress of the Playground Association of 
America began here tonight with representa- 
tives present from about forty cities. The 
convention will continue until Friday, on 
which day a large play festival will be held. 
Mayor William A. Magee, on behalf of 
Pittsburg, welcomed the delegates to the city, 
and Beulah Kennard, president of the Pitts- 
burg Playground association, spoke for the 
local organization. Luther H. Gulick, M. D., 
president of the national association, re- 
sponded to the addresses of welcome and 
gave his annual address.

Besides this, the president has denounced 
the mass of the Porto Ricans as being much 
too irresponsible to justify congress in re- 
posing in them any longer the absolute right 
to withhold the appropriations necessary for 
the actual conduct of the government. 


Taft Cure for the Evil. 

President Taft proposes to cure the evi! by 
providing, as has been done in Hawali and 
the Philippines, that where the legislature 
fails to provide any appropriation the old 
appropriation shall be continued in force. 
This does not take away from the legisia- 
ture the right of appropriating money. The 
affirmative action by the legislative branch 
of the government is preserved the same as 
usual, but the. limitation prevents either 
branch of the legislature from paralyzing the 
operations of the government itself by with- 
holding tae necessary appropriations. 

This critical situation in Porto Rico has 
been brought about by an unadulterated at- 
tempt on the part of the native politicians to 
browbeat and blackmall the executive coun- 
cil. That council is composed of six prin- 
cipal officers of the insular government, to- 
gether with five civilian or other appointees 
of the president, the only limitation being 
that there shall be in the number at least 
five native Porto Ricans. 

It was almost inevitable that the house of 
delegates and the executive council should 
clash. The delegates, coming from the people, 
Tepresented the reactionary Spanish ele- 
ment brought up in an atmosphere of gov- 
ernmental graft and accustomed to look 
upon public office as a private snap. The 
executive council, on the other hand, was 
more nearly representative of the real Amer- 
ican idea. Appointed by the president and 
in harmony with the government, this coun- 
cil was constantly thwarting the efforts of 
the Jocal Spanish-American politicians to loot 
the island treasury. 


Try to Blackmail Council. 

With characteristic Spanish incapacity to 
understand the foundation of the American 
system of government, the house of delegates 
undertook to biackmall the executive coun- 
cil, which was, in effect, the insular govern- 
ment, into agreeing to a series of legisila- 
tive acts which had nothing whatever to do 
with the appropriations. The house of dele- 
gates had the right undoubtedly to propose 
such legislation and the executive council 
had the same right to withhold its consent. 

Failing in the effort to convince the execu- 

tive council of the wisdom of some of the 
proposed laws, most of which, according to 
the people who have been in the island, were 
redolent of graft, the house of delegates be- 
gan its blackmailing operations by refusing 
to make any appropriations. Both factions 
sent delegates up here and President Taft 
was heartily disgusted by the attitude of the 
natives. They told him, almost in so many 
words, that uniess he compelled his ap- 
pointees to agree to the laws they proposed 
they would continue to withhold the appro- 
Priations indefinitely and thus paralyze the j 
insular government. 
Unless congress takes action by the end of 
the present fiscal year the present govern- 
ment of Porto Rico will cease to exist, be- 
cause it will have no money with which to 
pay its way. There is scarcely any doubt now 
that congress will step in and clip the wings 
of these Porto Rican politicians by amending 
the organic law so that the appropriations will 
run on from year to year unless amended by 
both branches of the legislative assembly. 


Porto Rico’s Failure Surprise. 
President Taft, with his experience in the 
Philippines, believes in a constituent as- 
sembly. It was supposed that Porto Rico 
was far in advance of the Philippines and 
that the experiment of home rule there would 
be successful. It would not have been 80 
wonderful if President Roosevelt lost pa- 
tlence with these blackmailing tactics, but 
it goes without saying that it must have been 
pretty bad to have provoked such a man as 
President Taft to make recommendation s« 
radical in its nature that it may be taken as 
a declaration of governmental policy that | 
none of our outlying possessions, of course 
including Cube, if it should come back to us, 
will be given anything like actual home rule 
for a generation or two, or until the people 
there become tuned up to the sense of the re-

Granted Power Too Soon. 

The message concludes: 

“ When we, with the consent of the peopte 
of Porto Rico, assumed guardianship over 
them and the guidance of their destinies we 
must have been conscious that a people that 
had enjoyed so little opportunity for educa- 
tion could not be expected safely for them- 
selves to exercise the full power of self-gov- 
ernment and the present development is only 
an indication that we have gone somewhat 
too fast in the extension of political power 
to them for their own gocd. ; 

“The change recommended may not imme- 
diately convince thdése controlling the house 
of delegates of the mistake they have made 
in the extremity to which they have been 
willing to resort for political purpgses, but in 
the long run it will secure more careful and 
responsible exercise of the power they have. 

“There is not the slightest evidence ti.at 
there has been on the part of the govern- 
ment or any member of the executive coun- 
ril a disposition to usurp authority or to 
withhold approval of such legislation as was 
for the best interests of the island or a lack 
of sympathy with the best aspirations of 
the Porto Rican people.” 


CHICAGO DELEGATION CONFERS 
TO PROTECT WATER SUPPLY. 


Danger of Contamination by Dredgings 
from River Is Subject of Discussion 
at the War Department.

Washington, D. C., May 10.—[Special.J— 
Plans to relieve Chicago s water supply from 
danger of contamination by dredgings from 
the Chicago river were discussed at the war 
department today. 

A committee consisting of Dr. W. A. Evans, 
commissioner of health of Chicago; Dr. W. D. 
Weis, commissioner of health of Hammond, 
Ind.: and William R. Humphrey, industrial 
commissioner of the Chicago AssociAtion of 
Commerce, reached Washington today and 
held a conference with Gen. Wilham R. 


army, concerning the dangers which beset 
the health conditions of Chicago and nearby 
cities through the action of dredging con- 
tractors in dumping the silt taken from the 
bed of the Chicago river too close to the lake 
ghore and the intake cribs.. 

As a result of the conference the war de- 
partment will do whatever it reasonably can 
to abate the menace. The committee request- 
ed that the material dredged from the Chica- 
go river be taken at least eight milee out into 
the lake in order that danger of its getting 
into the city’s water supply might be avoided. 

Inasmuch as the war department's duties 
in relation to Chicago apply only to naviga- 
tion facilities, and have nothing to do with 
sanitation, there was no concurrence with 
the visiting committee on that proposition. 
Gen. Marshall, however, advanced the plan 
of dumping the refuse from the river behind 
the breakwater, and agreed to recommend 
that the department do so, providing the 
city of Chicago builds at its own expense a 
bulkhead which will keep the silt from flow- 
ing into the body of the lake and out towards 
the cribs. It was pointed out by the chief 
engineers that the war department is not 
only without money but is without authority 
to require river material to be taken a dis- 
tance of eight miles into Lake Michigan. 

The contracts signed with the dredgers 
provide that they shall pursue “‘ the most 
economical method. of dredging and dump- 
ing,’’ and do not permit of any expense which 
may be applied as an extreme safeguard ofa 
city’s sanitary conditions. 

The visiting health officers had arranged 
their trip with the expectation of finding 
Secretary Dickinson at his post. They were 
disappointed to learn that he would not re- 
turn from Panama until May 25. They were 
received by Assistant Secretary Oliver and 
turned over by him to Gen. Marshall, who 
was formerly stationed at Chicago, and who 
is extremely conversant with conditions 
there.

The voting on the pig lead rate followed a 
long discussion in which many senators took 
part. Mr. Heyburn was the first to call up 
the question, He claimed that without the 
increased protection to pig lead provided by 
the amendment of the committee on finance 
the lead industry covld not continue. Smelt- 


much as here, and mining about two-thirds. 
Cummins Offers a Compromise. 


As a compromise between the contention of 
senators who have contended against giving 
any differential for pig lead and those who 
have insisted on five-eighths of a cent a 
pound, as proposed by the committee on 
finance, Senator Cummings offered an amend- 
ment fixing the duty at three-cighths of a 
cent a pound, in addition to the duty of 1% 
cents a pound on the led in lead ore. 

Statements by Mr. Cummins regarding the 
| freight rates on lead ore from western states 
to New York were disputed by Messts. Al- 
drich, Borah, Sutherland, and Smoot. Mr. 
Smoot was particulariy emphetic in stating 
that the rate was about $25 4 ton and not 
six or seven dollars as cizimed by Mr. Cum- 
mins. The Iowa senator declared that if 
there was any railroad charging this rate 
comgress siiould deal vigorously with it. 

Mr. Borah caid no form of legislation would 
hurt the lead and smecltertrusts. It was idle, 
he contended, for any one to say there were 
no such trusts. So thoroughly intrenched 
were they, he said, that they easily could 
avoid the provisions of the bill by trans- 
ferring their bases of operations. 

Mr. Nelson said he was tired of being lec- 
tured about the schedules of the bill and the 
orthodoxy of the Republican party. ** Let 
us recognize the fact.’’ he said, “that the 
tariff bill is like the rivers and harbors bill 
You give us what we want on the Pacific 
coast for our lead ore and our citrus fruits, 
and we will give the people of New England 
what they want on their cotton goods." But.

Changes in Philippine Tariff. 

The principa) changes made by the house 
committee on ways and means in the Philip- 
pine tariff bill are explained in the report 
submitted to the house by Representative 
Payne of New York. It stated that the new 
tariff for the islands becomes necessary on 
account of the free trade provisions of the 
Payne bill, which wiil deprive the insular 
government of about one million dollars of 
revenue. 

The export duties on Manila hemp, copra, 
tobacco, sugar, and shells, which yielded 
a revenue of $743.988 in 1908, are re@nacted 
in the new bill. 

A new section provides that there shall 
be collected on all articles imported from 
countries other than the Unfted States the 
internal revenue tax assessed on like art!- 
cles manufactured or produced in the Philip- 
pines or imported from the United States. 
Hides and petroleum and its products have 
been transferred from the dutiable list to the 
free list. 


BIG ARMY BALLOON BURSTS; 
OFFICERS NOT BADLY INJURED. 


Gas Bag Explodes Just as Landing Is 
Being Made at Jackson, Neb.—Capt. 
Chandler Has a Close Call. 


Omaha, Neb., May 10.—Army balloon No. 
12, which ascended from Fort Omaha shortly 
after 11 o'clock today, landed at Jackson, 
Neb.. at 6:45 o’clock this evening. 

In making a landing the big gas bag explod- 
ed a few feet above the ground and was de- 
stroyed, but neither Capt. Chandler nor Lieut. 
Ware, who made the flight, was seriously in- 
jured. 

The town of Jackson is about thirty miles 
west of Sioux City. Lieut. Ware declared 
that aside from the destruction of the gas 
bag the flight was a success. 

Capt. Chandler believes that while at a high 
altitude the gas bag became charged with 
static electricity and that on reaching the 
ground the contact with the earth caused an 
arc to form, thus producing an electric spark 
which set fire to the big bag. 

Both Capt. Chandler and Lieut. Ware were 
knocked down by the force of the explosion. 

The ascension was supervised. by Capt. 
Chandler. assisted by a detachment of 
trained signal corps men. The balloon 
started north as soon as it was well into 
the air and soon crossed the Missouri river. 
It followed the general course of the river 
for nearly a hundred miles, the flight fol- 
lowing an east-northeasterly direction. 

The highest altitude reached was 4,400 
feet, shortly after the balloon left the earth. 

The distance traveled was about 120 miles, 
and, deducting the hour and a half the bal- 
loon was becalmed, the flight was made in 
about six hours. Much of the time, how- 
ever, up to 3 o'clock the wind was so low 
that the balloon moved only five to eight 
miles an hour. The maximum speed reached 
was about fifty miles. *

“TURPENTINE TRUST” CASE 
RESULTSIN FIVE CONVICTIONS. 


Defendants. Charged with Conspiracy 
to Monopolize Interstate Trade—Ver- 
dict Comes as Big Surprise. 


Savannah, Ga., May 10.—** Guilty '’ wasthe 
verdict brought in late tonight by the jury in 
the case of the so-called “ turpentine trust,”’ 
though the names of the two indicted cor- 
porations are omitted. 

The verdict applies only to five individual 
defendants—E. 8S. Nash, president of the 
American Naval Stores company; Spencer P. 
Shotter, chairman of its board of directors; 
George Meade Boardman of New York, its 
treasurer; J. F. C. Myers, vice president of 
the company, and Carl Moller of Jackson- 
ville, Fla., manager of that company, and 
also Jacksonville manager of the National 
Transportation and Terminal company. The 
sixth defendant, Charles J. Deloach, was 
found not guilty, at the direction of the court. 

I’nless deferred at the request of the de- 
fense, sentenced will be passed tomorrow. A 
motion for a new trial will be made. The ver- 
dict finds the five individual defendants 
guilty of conspiring to monopolize inter- 
state trade. 

The surprise the verdict caused in the court- 
room and.in Savannah wascomplete. It was 
generally believed that a verdict would favor 
the deféndants. The maximum sentence is 
a fine of $5,000 and a term of one ypar in 


prison.

Hotel and Restaurant Employes at Min- 
neapolis Convention Take View That 
Violations of Law Are Responsible.

President Sullivan asserted that no 
matter what might come, in the actions of 
employers or the antagonism of a certain por- 
tion of the public, the association was here 
to fight for its interests. 

The statement was received with applause.

) LAWS MAY CHECK 


DEALS IN WHEAT, |. 


Secretary Wilson Predicts Fed- 
eral Legislation as Result 
of Patten Corner. 


CALLS $1 A FAIR PRICE. 


“King,” in Guarded Seclusion at 


His Office, Makes No Move 
and the Market Sags. 


“I think. you will see federal legislation 
gsrow out of this deal in wheat before long,” 
said Secretary of Agr ware Wilson yes- 
terday. 

While Mr. Wilson was interviewing the 
“animal industry inspectors ” of -his depart- 
ment at the federal building, James A. Pat- 
ten, “wheat king,” was spending the first 
day. in his office since April 22. While Mr. 
Patten remained in seclusion, made doubly 
secure by guards at. his office door, Secretary 
Wilson was relieving himself of some 
thoughts on the subject of the broker and 
his manipulations. 

“O, I'm not going to say any thing alout 
Mr. Patten,”’ said Secretary Wilson, when 
the subject was broached to him. 


Dollar Fair Price for Wheat. 

“ What do you think the legitimate price of 
wheat is?’ was asked. 

“ Well, that’s a hard question to answer 
Certainly it can’t be worth any more than it 
was last year; because last year they raised 
81,000,000 more bushels of wheat than they 
did the year before.’ 

“ Well, would you consider $1 a bushel a 
fair price now?’ 

“I should say, young man,'that is about as 
fair an estimate as a man could make. I 
will say, further: They talk about the 
wheat production of this country falling off 
below the consumption. Well. all I've got to 
say is that if wheat stays at a dollar you will 
see all this corn and pasture land in the mid- 
die west plowed up and turned into wheat. 
With the high price of hogs and cattle and 
corn farmers who own this high priced and 
fertile land in the middle west will not grow 
wheat at 75 cents, but let them be sure of 
getting a dollar for their wheat and you will 
see hundreds of thousands of acres turned 
from cattle fodder into the grain that pro- 
duces the staff of life. There is good profit 
to the farmer in wheat at a dollar. 


Deserts Coming Into Bearing. 


“ Let me tell you another thing, and that 
is that the east is going to be fed more and 
more from the sandy deserts of the west. A 
few years ago the so-called arid land of the 
west Was not considered worth anything ex- 
cept to raise cactus on, but now we have 
given the farmer a hard wheat that will 
grow into an abundant crop with a ten inch 
rainfall, and more and mwre of that wheat 
is being produced every year. Last year I 
believe we got 50,000,000 bushels.”’ 

Secretary Wilson at this point reverted to 
his controversy with Mr. Patten. 

‘The system of gathering farm statistics 
which the government uses has been in vogue 
—let me see how many years? Well. I 
have been in office twelve years, and I sup- 
pose the system was started about twenty 
years before that. I have spent my time 
trying to perfect it, and we have brought 
our reports up to such a high standard of 
efficiency that they are sought for by a great 
many people. 

“We have a man in every state who re- 
ceives a small salary from the government 
and who collects data from the state at large. 
Then we have other men in each county in 
the United States, and in each township, and 
while they get no salary, they get favors 
from the government which compensate 
them. 

150,006 Men Collecting Data. 

** Besides that, the department has divid- 
ed the whole country into districts, and each 
district is in charge of a salaried man who 
spends his whole time getting the data and 
statistics about farm produce. In all we must 
have 150,000 men working for us, and they 
are first class men, let me tell you—men 
who know their business, and a large major- 
ity of them are farmers. 

“ And yet these people--O, but I won't talk 
about any one who tries to discredit our 
reports. Why, do you know I had a letter 
from Kansas the other day, from one of our 
agents there, saying that men were traveling 
through Kansas in the interest of certain 
private parties, I'm not saying whom, and 
they were trying to spread the belief among 
the farmers that there was a‘big shortage of 
wheat in the country, and that the new crop 
is being retarded by bad weather, and that 
they had better hang on to their wheat for 
awhile, because it would bring them better 


prices. This is all rot.’’ 

Through his brother George, James A. 
Patten sent out word that he would not see 
any reporters. He was besieged, but no 


amount of persuasion could induce his negro 
attendant or any other employé of the firm 
to take a card or message to the “ wheat 
king’? nor even to announce a visitor. 

In the meantime the board of trade was 
in an excited state all day, and although 
openly at least the Patten house did little 
in the market, the traders were nervous and 
were inclined to hold off to see what the

Confers with Meat Inspectors.

Of course, as long as 
the buildings.are sanitary we cannot say 
anything, but as soon as one building gets 
so old that it is insanftary we withdraw our 
inspection, which cuts the packer out of 
interstate commerce vUntil he builds a new 
one. I regret to say’that even in Chicago 
there are still a large number of insanitary

Hamilton, who for many years was pastor 
of the Simpson Methodist Episcopal church 
and the De Kalb Avenue Methodist church, 
and recently has been active in a national 
movement for the support of the superan- 
nuated ministers of his denomination. 


Father Witness Against Her. 


It is said the woman’s father will be a wit-

TWO PASSENGERS BECOME ILL 
AND ARE STRANGELY MISSING. 


Weathly Civil Engineer and Virginia 
Mining Man Disappear While on Way 
to Mackinaw on Business Trip. 


New York, May 10—[Special.]—Frank S. 
Curtis of Cranford, N. J., and a man named 
Grannis, who lived in Virginia, left here at 
4 o'clock on the afternoon of April 26 to go 
to Mackinaw, Mich. Grannis became ill as 
the train reached Buffalo and at midnight 
was taken off, possibly to a hospital. Curtis 
left the train at Detroit the next afternoon 
and put up at the Wayne hotelthere. At 7:30 
o'clock that night he left the hotel, telling 
the clerk his head racked with pain. Both 
men are now missing. 

Curtis was 50 years old. Heisa wealthy 
civil engineer. His only child, Louise Had- 
ley Curtis, attends Smith college. 

About ten years ago Grannis, a prosperous 
mining man, whose first name is not known 
by Curtis’ relatives, desired to construct 
a railroad through a certain section in Vir- 
ginia and was recommended to the civil en- 
gineer. The two went to Virginia and ~urtis 
drew up the plans. A lack of funds halted 
the construction. 

Grannis came to New York about the middle 
of last April and told Curtis that he had 
gathered sufficient money to begin building 
the line and asked his coéperation. He said 
it would be necessary to go first to Mackinaw 
to settle some business and from there then 
to go to Sault Ste. Marieto buy rails. Curtis

STEPSON OF SLAIN ZAGONE 
IN CUSTODY FOR INQUIRY. 


Arrested Two Years Ago in Connection 
with Previous Attempt to Murder 
Friday Night’s Victim.

SHY AT FOOD COST 
Count y Board Approves of 


Fees and Salaries Bill 
Now Pending. 


SHERIFF SEES VICTORY. 


Recommendation Made That Pub- 
lie Service Superintendent 
Buy All Supplies. 


The county commissioners yesterday made 
Public their opinion with reference to the 
char of the Citizens’ association that 
Sheri Christopher Strassheim expended 
only seven of the 20% cents allowed for the 
daily diet of jail prisoners, by which, it was 
alleged, he “ profited '’ $23,000 during the last 
fiscal year. 

No conclusions were arrived at concerning 
the real cost of feeding the prisoners and no 
attempt was made to account for the discrep- 
ancy between the figures presented by Shelby 
M. Singleton, secretary of the complaining 
association, and those produced by the 
sheriff. 

The board approved of the fees and salaries 
bill now pending before the legislature—a bill 
said to have been drawn in the interests of 
the associution—which stipulates that the 
sala of sheriff shall be increased from 
$6, to $0,060, that the premium of his bond 
shall be paid by the county, and that all jail 
food and other supplies shall be purchased by 
the superintendent of public service. 


Allow 20 Cents ‘a Prisoner. 


Sheriff Strassheim was asked to limit his 
daily.expenditures to 20 cents a prisoner until 
the expiration of the present fiscal year— 
December—which will save the county about 
$2 a day until then, and nothing was said 
about what the diet cost shall be for the re- 
maining year of Strassheim’s term. Never- 
theless, the board decided to pay the sheriff's 
claim of nearly 24 cents a prisoner for the 
months of March and April. 

The board excused its inability to figure the 
actual cost of food supplies during the time 
Sheriff Strassheim has served on the ground 
that he kept no bills. The sheriff and his 
friends consider the “decision ” a victory. 

Friends of the sheriff construe one para- 
graph of the decision allowing the sheriff “ to 
make some changes in the present dietary ” 
as meaning that he may cut the present.al- 
lowance regardless of the fact that the Citi- 
zens’ association and its experts declared the 
diet was of a poor quality. Pending the in- 
vestigation the board held up Strassheim's 
claim of $3,596 for March, based on a daily | 
cost of 23.91 cents a prisoner, and of $3,414 
for April, figured at the rate of 23.74 cents @ 
prisoner, but by the decision it agrees to 
settle in full immediately. 

George E. Cole, chairman of the investigat- 
ing committee for the Citizens’ association, 
said the decision was “‘ probably @ compro- 
mise between the sheriff and the county | 
board,”’ and that it had likely n agreed to 
offer no opposition to the pending fees and 
salaries bill. He also said that the asso- 
ciation was through with the matter for the 
time being. 

After the introductory paragraph of the 
report, in which numerous public hearings 
are referred to, the committee states the 
board’s authority to fix the compensation to 
be paid the sheriff for dieting the prisoners. 


Text of Report. 


The committee upholds the board's system 
of fixing the cost in advance, and the report 
comtinues, in part: 

“Your committee received many reports 
and estimates, both of the cost in other in- 
stitutions and of the quantity and quality of 
the food served in the jail, but your commit- 
tee does not feel warranted in drawing there- 
from any conclusions whose correctness 
could be demonstrated to a certainty, if 
necessary, in the courts. 

‘Your committee helieves that the system 
crated by the present general law, applying 
to all the counties in the state, has proven 
inadequate. The feeding of the prisoners 
by a per diem agreement with the sheriff, 
where the number of prisoners is as large as 
ours, is unbusinesslike and a continual course 
for distrust by the people. Your committee 
has, therefore, recommended, and the board 
has already adopted, resolutions approving 
and recommending legislation to place the 
purchasing of supplies for feeding the prison- 
ers, like the purchase of all the other sup- 
plies for Cook county, in the hands of the 
superintendent of public service. 

“This bill was drawn up by the Ciizens’ 
association, which also has suggested that 
the new plan take effect at the conclusion of 
the term of the present sheriff, and that the 
salary of the sheriff of Cook county be 
raised to $9,960 per annum, and that the 
county pay the premium on his official bond, 
beginning with the term of the next sheriff. 

‘Your committee believes that even 
though it may be necessary for the sheriff 
to make some changes in his present dietary, 
the prisoners can be fed three wholesome 
meals a day within the requirements of the 
statute at a cost of not to exceed 20 cents 
a prisoner daily, and, therefore, recommends 
that said rate be fixed as the compensation 
of the sheriff to cover the actual cost of 
feeding the prisoners in the jail during the 
balance of the fiscal year.’’

BIG CROWDS CHEER HIM. 


Sword of Prophet Mohammed 
Appears Before Faithful 
During Big Fete. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, May 10.—Mehmed Y. 
ended his “ coronation day” by plowing a 
furrow in the lawn at Dolma Bagtsche pal- 
ace, symbolically at least, by holding the 
plow handles for a fraction of a minuté while 
two horses dragged it a few yards. Incarry- 
ing out the aneient test Mehmed V. showed 
himself to be sound of body and fit to bear the 
burdens of the empire. 

It had been a day both of fulfillment of an- 
cient customs and of the breaking of them. 
Christians for the first time were admitted to 
the small mosque attached to Ayoub mosque 
and allowed to see the ceremony of girding 
the sword of Osman upon the eultan. 

Among thirty persons present were Buck- 
nam Pasha, an American, and Woods Pasha, 
an Englishman, both of whom are im the 
Turkish service. They were impressed with 
the beauty and the solemnity of the cere- 
mony, which, with the chants of the priests, 
lasted only twenty minutes. 

As the sultan crossed the courtyard of the 
mosque to enter his carriage a white tur- 
baned hadja, or teaching priest, caused a 
moment's excitement by running forward 
with a petition which he tried to hand to the 
sultan, at the same time talking wildly about 
the Koranic law. Two soldiers caught him 
and hurried him out of the yard.

The sultan proceeded4n a launch from the 
Dolma Bagtsche palace to the mosque, which 
stands at the water's edge, where the rite was 
performed.

“as the soldiers fired a salute; but above all 
this noise rose sharp and clear voices of a 
chorus of schoolboys chanting Midbat 
Pasha's “ Hymn of Liberty.’ 

The scene was a strange admixture of his- 
torical eastern observance and modern west- 
ern civilization. Mehmed V.. the first sultan 
in four centuries who has had blue eyes and 
fair hair, was dressed in a western uniform 
of olive green khak!l. 

In further contrast was the fact thet his 
majesty, chosen by the Constitutionalists to 
rule the empire, stood upright In an open 
carriage fresh from the most fashionable 
manufacturer of Paris and raised on high 
with dignified gesture the ancient’ sword 
worn by thirty-four of his ancestors and 
carried by twenty-eight of his forebears since 
the conquest of Constantinople. It was re- 
marked also that Mehmed V. was the first 
beardless ruler of his line; he wore only a 
pointed mustache. 


All Faiths in Parade. 

The ceremony ended, the sultan then start- 
ed in an open carriage to return to the palace. 
The procession that made its way through 
Stamboul was led by an armored automobile 
carrying a machine gun, and comprised de- 
tachments chosen from all the branches of 
the service. There were a great number of 
ecclesiasts, and the ministers, deputies, and 
senators driving in carriages. The people 
cheered all the well known personages. 

The sultan stopped at the mosque of Mo- 
hammed the Conqueror. He prayed alone by 
the tomb of Mohammed for a quarter of an 
hour and then resumed his six mile journey 
through Stamboul to the sublime porte, 
whence he drove to the Top Kapou palace 
and gave a reception to a number of distin- 
guished persons.

CABINET ON SHAKY FEET. 


Reactionary Intrigues by Witte Said 
to Figure in Action. 


ST. PETERSBURG. May 11, 8 a. m—A 
temporary solution of the cabinet crisis, 
whereby Premier Stolypin and his colleagues 
will retain their posts, was arranged at a 
conference betweén the premier and the em- 


morning. 

M. Stolypin returned to St. Petersburg 
from Tsearskoé-Selo an hgur later, bringing 
the text of an imperial rescript, expressing 
the confidence of the monarch in the min- 
isters and his gratitude for their services 
and explaining the motives leading to the 
rejection of the naval staff bill. 


Witte Said to Be Real Cause. 

The crisis was solved in manner peculiarly 
Rusian. The emperor refused to sign the bill 
providing for a naval staff, because he con- 
sidered it an invasion of the prerogatiy es, and 
he declined also to accept the resignations of 
the cabinet, ordering the ministers to remain 
at their posts. The latter, after reiterating 
their representations of the impossibility of 
rendering useful services under these con- 
ditions, decided that their duty according to 
Russian precedent was to continue in office. 

Reactionary intrigues conducted by M. 
Witte and M. Durneva, former cabinet mem- 
bers, against Premier Stolypin are said to 
have been the underlying cause of the v etoing 
the naval bill after it had been passed by 
the duma and council of empire. 

The rejection of the staff bill was announced 
in the customary way by the secretary of em- 
pire at a session of the council! of the empire 
last evening. A law establishing a staff wil! 
be issued later as the imperia! ukase Js with- 
out parliamentary sanction. 


Ministry Not Considered Stable. 
Under the new conditions the ministry can- 
not be considered stable. it being pointed 
out that the prerogative of the duma is mere- 
ly to vote money, and a dissolution is ex- 
pected at no distant date.

The topic under discussion in both letters 
is Frohman’'s répertory theater and its prob- 
able bearing upon the National Shakspeare 
theater. Shaw considers that Frohman's 
enterprise will fill in the gap before the 
National theater can be.ready and begs the 
public not to omit to subscribe to the latter 
on the ground that Frohman's répertory 
theater will render it unnecessary. 

Frohman's letter is designed to remove 
from the minds of the supporters of the Na- 
tional theater scheme the uneasy feeling 
that his plan anticipajes or may damage 
theirs. He adds: 

“The theatergoer is at present in the con- 
dition of a child at schoo] who, having mas- 
tered the first reader, becomes bored if he 
is not introduced to the second reader. He 
is aweary, so to speak, of plays in one 
syllable and hopes we will give him plays in 
two syllables which lead toward the ad- 
vanced reader that is to be known as the Ne- 
tional theater.”’

weight, “I thank you from the bottom of 
my heart for your cordial reception. Hav- 
satisfied myself during the last few weeks ‘ 
that 1 can train down to as good condition 
gs 1 ever was in, I will reénter the ring and 
defend my title as undefeated heavyweight 
champion of the world.” . 


Scores a Knockout. 


Jeff could not have said any more if he 
wanted to right at that moment, for the noise 
indicated he had scored a knockout. Jeff is 
pot a fancy fighter nor is he a farticy orator, 
put he makes his blows count. 

There was no mention of Champion Jack: 
Johnson, but Sam Berger, who in addition to 
being the other half of Jeff's sketch is the 
major domo of the Jeffries camp, outlined 
the situation as follows: 

“ Jeffries is sincere in his declaration and 
he never has broken faith with the public. 
No fighter has a cleaner record than his. It 
was because he thought the public might be- 
jieve he was stalling for show purposes that 
he first spoke in Boston. As far as Jack 
Joh@son is concerned, Jim is not worrying 
gbout what the colored man is saying or 
doing. Posting a forfeit before any articles 
of agreement are signed does not amount to 
anything. 

Berger Talks for Jeff. 


“Jeffries intends to fill his twenty weeks’ 
theatrical engagement, after which he will 
be prepared to make a match, which is not likely 
to come off for six months after that time. He is 
not in hard training now, merely getting himself in 
shape to stand the hard work which preparing for 
a championship encounter entails. 

“Jim does not underrate Johnson, but Me is of the 
fem belief that the colored r an never could have 
won a title in the days when Corbett, Choynski, 
Sharkey, Kid McCoy, and others were in their 
prime. Tommy Burns was never more than a 
second grade fighter and Johnson’s victory over 
him must not be taken too seriously.’’

Lack of Student Support Moves 
Athletic Council. 


SHORT SCHEDULE; POOR PLAY 


Continued Defeats in Outside Games 
Made Five a Laughing Stock. 


Cambridge, Mass., May 10.—[Special.J—At 
a protracted meeting of the Harvard athletic 
committee tonight it was voted to abolish 
basketball at Harvard as an intercollegiate 
sport. 

The committee refused to publish its rea- 
sons for this summary action, but It is well 
understood that lack of interest shown in the 
sport last winter and the poor accommoda- 
tions offered by the Hemenway gymnasium 
influenced the opinion of the committee. 

Last year the faculty desired the abolition 
of all winter sports and the athletic commit- 
tee was held from. carrying out the will of the 
faculty only after long agitation on the part of 
the students which resulted in a compromise. 

At that time basketball was given a new lpare 
of life but with a shorter schedule. In fact, the 
schedule was too short to work out good competi- 
tion. but with the sport on trial the students did 
not show an increased interest and the call for 
candidates last fall saw material far below the 
average. Games were played with &@ scant dcten 
of students for supporters and the continued de- 
feats of the team made the sport the laughing 


stock of the university. 

With a new gymnasium at Harvard the sport 
may be revived, but at present it is dead so far 
as play with outside colleges is concerned.

CHICAGO'S APPEAL. 


at Springfield today will leave no doubt 
in the mind of any legislator as to the 
unanimous demand of this community for 
the consolidation bill. In the face of this 
showing persistent opposition to this 
measure must be taken as deliberate. 

Chicago does ask emphatically for the 
relief embodied in this bill, and she asks 
it with a full sense of the justice of her 
demand. Charter bill No. 1 has not the 
slightest operation or effect outside of 
Chicago. It is a measure for the econom- 
ical and ‘effective management of our own 
internal machinery of government. It 
subtracts nothing whatsoever from the 
powers of the state. It asks nothing 
frem the state but the right to make the 
dollars we ourselves supply and. spend 
upon local concerns bring in their full 
value... It asks nothing but the right 
equitably and wisely to apportion our 
local expenditures, the right to apply 
business principles in the city affairs, the 
right to simplify administration where it 
is cumbersome and wastefiy. 

We have said this bill does not affect 
the state and the people of the state out- 
side of the city. But that is not true in 
one profoundly important respect. The 
cause of good government, of municipal 
economy, of civic justice and enlighten- 
ment does concern the state and every 
inhabitant of the state. Charter bill No. 
1 is a good government bill. Its enact- 
ment means that Chicego will be a bet- 
ter, governed city, and hence a happier and 

ter city. In that progress all Illinois 
is substantially interested. The legiti- 
mate development of Chicago, socially 
and economically, benefits the whole creat 
region of which nature and events have 
destined it to be the metropolis. 

The charter bills all were drawn with 
the public welfare in view, and several 
are especially deserving of broad minded 
consideration and, we firmly ‘believe, of 
prompt enactment. Bill No. 2 is a good 
government measure seeking that local au- 
tonomy which is the yery essence of 
Americanism. If Representative Kittle- 
man’s proposed bill to extend the satae 
powers to all Illinois cities is introduced 
and favored, as we believe it should »e, 
all objection based upon discrimination on 
behalf of Chicago will be removed. 

_Bill No. 3, relating to the ownership, 
regulation, and operation of public utili- 
ties, and bill No. 10, relative to the elec- 
tion of municipal judges in Jue, are 
beyond dispute desirable, while there are 
strong claims for all the bills. 

But Tue Tripune, in the present situa- 
tion, does not intend to discuss the pros 
ond cons of the,meéasures which are de- 
batable. It does urge the passage of 
charter bill No. 1 as being absolutely free 
from fair objection, as sorely needed by 
the city, and as not only not injurious to 
the state, but really and substantially 
beneficial. 

The consolidation bill should be passed 
without more ado, and every one of the 
charter bills should be given full and fair 
consideration and disposed of on its mer- 
its from the standpoint of the public. wel- 
fare. 


THE NEED OF THE CHARTER BILLS. 
If the war department had ordered 
the city last January to rebuild the Lake 
street. bridge this year provision could 
have been made for it by the exercise of 
ruthless retrenchment in the annual ap- 
propriation bill. That bill has been adopt- 
ed, “and no further appropriations shall 
be made at any other time within such 
fiscal year,” says the law, “unless the 
proposition to.make each appropriation 
has been first sanctioned by a majority 
of the legal voters -by a petition signed 
by them, or at a general or special elec- 
tion.” That is an absurd requirement 
for a city of this size. “There is a saving 
clause to cover the contingency of an im- 
provement “‘the necessity of which is 
caused by any casualty or accident” 
happening after the annual appropria- 
tions shall have been made. Then the 
city may borrow the money to pay for 
the work.

They are nor 
so destitute of humane feeling as the poli- 
ticians would make them out to be. They 
do not like to pay to the tax collector 
money which is to be spent for unneces- 
sary purposes or which is to. be wasted, 
When they are told on the best of aa- 
thority that the state needs more money 
to enable it to do its full duty by its 
helpless wards, and when they have good 
reason to believe that ‘there will be a» 
more asylum “scandals” and that every 
dollar appropriated will be so spent as to 
do a dollar’s worth of good for the in- 
mates of the hospitals and asylums, they 
will want the legislature to vote the 
money even if a higher tax rate shull 
follow. A large increase would not v2 
needed if the general assembly were to 
cut down appropriations that need the 
pruning knife. 

There is another reason why the state 
institutions should be given the money it 
is agreed they ought to have. TIlinois 
cannot plead poverty as an excuse for 
niggafdliness. This is a wealthy state, 
It can afford to make the appropriations 
which humanity demands should be 
made. The city people do not know or 
care whether the state tax is 50 or 60 
cents on the $100 of equalized valuation, 
which is one-fifth of the fair cash value. 
The farmers of Illinois are prosperous, 
thanks to the high price of their wheat, 
corn, aid other products. They wouila 
not be oppressed if the tax rate were 
raised to GO cents in order to care for 
the insane, the blind, and the dumb. 

The fair cash value of Hlinois property 
of all kinds exceeds $6,000,000,000, The 
yearly income of that property at the 
low rate of 3 per cent would be $180,000,- 
000. The state should not hesitate to 
draw. on that income for all the money 
for the adequate equipment and support 
of its charitable institutions.

“In the year 1007 56,138 pounds of human 
hair were invoiced at this consulate general 
for shipment to the United States, while in 
1908 207,414 pounds were declared for ship- 
ment. To comply with the quarantine re- 
quirements there are two courses open— 
storage under the supervision of the public 
health and marine hospital service sufgeon 
at this port previous to shipment, or disin- 
fection under the same supervision. In 1907 
all the hair was stored before shipment, but 
in 1908 the demand was so much greater, and

But when 
the Russians found themselves absolutely 
beaten before Plevna. had been repeatedly 
hurled back, and were confronted with dis- 
aster, the late Grand Duke Nicholas Nichol- 
aiovitch, who was the Muscovite generalis- 
simo, addressed a hurried and even desperate 
appeal to Charles to come to his rescue. 

I have before me as I write a copy of the 
dispatch sent by the grand duke to Charles of 
Roumania, It is written in French and runs 
as follows: “Come to our assistance. The 
Turks are routing us. Cross the Dan- 
ube wherever you like, and on what 
conditions you like, but come’ to our 
rescue as sooh as possible. Otherwise the 
cause of Christianity is lost.’’ Charles com- 
plied with this request, marchéd his army to 
Plevna, and converted Russian defeat into 
Roumanian victory, carrying off, indeed, all 
the military laurels of that war. 

~~ 

But when the struggle was ended no ac- 
count was taken of Roumania’s immense 
services, and Russia insisted on retaining 
possession of her hold on the Roumanian 
province of Bessarabia, which she had been 
permitted by Charles to occupy as the base 
of her operations against Turkey. The con- 
gress of Berlin confirmed this act of spolia- 
tion, endeayoring to compensate Roumania 
by the transfer to her of the Russian prov- 
ince of Dobrouscha, which in those days 
consisted mainly of swamp and of barren 
wastes, whereas Bessarabia was renowned 
for ita fertility. Thanks to Roumania’s in- 
dustry, and the development of naviga- 
tion and of trade on the Danube, Dobrouscha 
has now been converted into so rich a prov- 
ince, and has become of so much political 
importance, that the Russians are sorry that 
they ever let it go. However, King Charles 
won by his victories during the war of 1877 
the complete independence of the country 
of his adoption, and its emancipation from 
vassalage; while in 1881 he assumed, with 
the concurrence of all the foreign powers 
and at the request of his peoples the dignity 
of king, his crown being mdde, not like those 
of all the other European sovereigns, of gold 
and of gems but of the steel of the guns cap- 
tured by the Roumanian troops from the 
Turks in the battles which he had won fo? 
Roumania. 

—~.- 

In order to enhance the compliment be- 
stowed upow King Charles of Roumania 
Emperor William delegated the duty of con- 
veying to him the baton and epaulettes of a 
field marshal general of the German army 
to the German crown prince, who was at- 
tended by a numerous suite, consisting of 
Prince Anthony of Hohenzollern, and.of the 
commanders of the various Gefman regi- 
ments of which the king is honorary colonel. 

It may be mentioned here incidentally that 
King Ferdinand of Bulgaria has now re- 
ceived universal recognition by the powers 
of his assumption of the dignity of king and 
of his proclamation of the independence of 
Bulgaria, which until last year was subject 
to the suzerainty of the porte. King Ead- 
ward's message of recogajtion was couched 
in the following language: “ To his majesty, 
King Ferdinand, Sofia. I do not wish, my 
dear cousin and friend, to be the last to con- 
gratulate you on the independence of your 
kingdom, now recognized by the powers, and 
wish you a happy and peaceful reign. Edad- 
ward, R. I.”’

The Hon. James Gully, who has just been 
divorced in London by his wife, is the eldest 
son and heir of Viscount Selby, formerly 
speaker of the house of commons. As

Chicago, May 10.—[ Editor of the bune.] 
—THE TRIBUNE correspondent, Mr. Seymour, 
is right'in saying that in the early stage of 
pulmonary consumption the sputum will not 
always show the presence of the tubercle 
bacilli. In such cases the sure and speedy 


| method of determining whether or not the 


patient has consumption is to apply the tu- 
berculin test. which any well equipped, up to 
date physician can do. 

It frequently happens that in the early 
stages of the disease the sputum will not 
show the presence of the tubercular germ 
except after repeated examinations. As 4 
rule. however, these examinations may be 
made at intervals of only a few days, 80 
there need not be any great loss of time in 
confirming the diagnosis. A specimen of spu- 
tum taken when there has been a hemorrhage 
of the lungs never shows the presence of the 
tubercle bacilli, although the fact that there 
has been a hemorrhage is a clinica! proof that 
the patient has consumption. 

In all cases early diagnosis is the important 
thing. And the tuberculin test will certainly 
determine whether or not the patient has con- 
sumption.

SWEEPING RULE ON ALIMONY 
GIVEN IN SUPERIOR COURT. 


Divorced Woman Can Demand It Any 
Time Provided It Never Was Refused 
in Decree. 


According to a ruling by Judge Farlin Q. 
Ball in the Superior court, a divorced woman 
can claim alimony*tat any time after the de- 
cree is granted, provided alimony was not 
asked for and refused in the original suit. 

The decision was given yesterday in & suit 
brought by Mary N. Cobb against her former 
husband, William H. Cobb, whoa year ago 
fell heir to $50,000 worth of property. 

Mrs. Cobb obtained a divorce in June, 3901. 
The decree is silent as to alimony. Through 
her counsel, Benson Landon, she appeared in 
court on April 26 last and asked for alimony, 
setting up thet her income as bookkeeper 
was insufficient for her needs. 

“The decree of divorce ends the marital 
obligations,’ the court said, “ but the duty 
of the husband to support his wife, and her 
right to demand and receive such support, are 
not thereby ended. If at any time after the 
final decree the wife becomes fn actual need 
of such support and the husband is amply 
able to contribute it, it should be awarded to 
her.”’ 

The court held, However, if application for 
alimony is denied at the trial, the question 
cannot be brought up again.

HAINS JURY IS EXPECTED 
TO BE GIVEN CASE TODAY. 


Prosecution Calls Insanity Plea Sham 
and “Last Resort’ of Lawyers—Cap- 
tain’s Parents Weep in Court. 


Flushing, N. Y¥., May 10.—One hour more of 
summing up by the prosecution and after- 
wards the court’s charge, then the case of 
Capt. Peter C. Hains Jr., charged with the 
murder of William E. Annis, will pass into 
the hande of the jury. This, in brief, ie the 
schedule that the trial of the young army of- 
ficer is expected to follow tomorrow. 

‘Today’s session of the court was marked 
by the final appeal by John F.. McIntyre for 
the defense and part of the final plea of 
George A. Gregg for the prosecution. 

Spectators in the courtroom during the day 
found their sympathies strangely divided 
with the appearance of both of the defend- 
ant's grayhaired parents and the black 
garbed widow of the man who was killed. 
Mrs. Hains, the mother of the defendant, 
with her husband, Gen. Peter C. Hains, and 
their son, Maj. John P. Hains, listened to Mr. 
McIntyre’s vivid plea for the life of the pris- 
oner. Throughout the mother wept quietly 
and Gen. Hains frequently gave way himself 
as he endeavored to comfort her. 

Except for a few moments, when his law- 
yer forcefully had taken hold of the prisoner 
and asked the jury to study him asthe living 
evidence of an insane man, Capt. Hains dis- 
played neither emotion nor interest in the 
proceedings. 

While Mr. McIntyre’s address was basic- 
ally an argument to show the insanity of his 
client, nevertheless he seized every opportu- 
nity to emphasize the dramatio and pathetic 
and to hint at times at the “ unwritten law." 
One of his melodramatic declarations was 
that Annis met death by “an act of God.” 
All references to the “ unwritsen law ” were 
promptly objected to by the prosecution and 
the objections were sustained by the court. 

Former District Attorney Gregg for the 
prosecution bitterly denounced the insanity 
plea of the defense, declaring that it was 
conceived and manufactured by the defend- 
ant’s lawyers as a last resort.
